... Margaret Hogensen

"The thing that makes a co-op work anywhere is lead¬ 
ership," declares Margaret Hogensen firmly. She has been 
active in the affairs of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. for more 
than 16 years. She served as a member of the audit com¬ 
mittee and then was elected to the Hoard of Directors in 
1977. She was president of the board for five years. 


“Becoming a leader in GKI 
opens up a whole new world. It’s 
a wonderful opportunity to gain 
something as well as to give, I 
am so grateful that the members 
gave me the opportunity.” she 
exclaims with enthusiasm- 

Her attitude toward her own 
personal growth is repeated in 
her desire to interest other GHI 
members in becoming involved 
in the activities of the co-op. 
“Members ought to be active.” 
she states with great fervor- 

Margaret took her role as a 
GHI board member very ser¬ 
iously. She spent many, many 
hours beyond regular board and 
committee meetings on GHI ac¬ 
tivities. Even now. though no 
longer on the board by her own 
decision not to run again, she 
is a member of the search com¬ 
mittee for a new general man¬ 
ager, the Bylaw Review Commit¬ 
tee and the Member and Com¬ 
munity Relations Committee 

She is most proud of her role 
in enhancing the financial af¬ 
fairs of the corporation through 
a system of reserves which pro¬ 
vides enough money for con¬ 
tinuous rehab. “We do a great 
deal less emergency maintenance 
as a result. It doesn’t take long 
for things to go downhill,” she 
asserts. 

Hogensen believes, despite the 
recent contentious annual mem¬ 
bership meeting and election, 
that most GHI members are 
“quite satisfied with their main¬ 


tenance” and other aspects as 
well. Suspicions can build from 
a few events. “Some people 
then made the assumption 
there are a lot of things wrong 
when there aren’t,” she con¬ 
tends, alluding to the recent fur¬ 
or over the refusal by manage¬ 
ment to make public the salar¬ 
ies of individual GHI em¬ 
ployees. 

While praising the openness 
of GHI board meetings, she is 
at a loss as to how to deal with 
members attending “who take 
up too much time/' she comments. 
Having visited co-ops across the 
country in her role as president 
of the Eastern Cooperative Hous¬ 
ing Corporation and board mem¬ 
ber of other national co-ops, she 
notes that “I never met another 
(eo-op) board that allows mem¬ 
bers to come to meetings " Other 
co-op board members have asked 
her, “How do you get anything 
done?” when members not only 
come to your board meetings but 
are allowed to speak as well. 

Hogensen relates the story of 
the trainer who was hired on 
three different occasions to teach 
procedures to new GHI board 
members on conducting meet¬ 
ings. She was asked year after 
year how to make board meet¬ 
ings shorter so that they did 
not end at 1 or 2 a.m. Finally, 
in exasperation, the trainer stat¬ 
ed. “You people are intelligent. 
If you want to make your meet-

English Country Manor Site 
Plan Okayed by City Council

A new condominium apartment and townhouse develop¬ 
ment could rise in Greenbelt East Next spring. At its 
July 20 regular meeting, the Greenbelt City Council on a 
4-1 vote, with couneilmember Rodney Roberts opposed, rec¬ 
ommended that the county approve Foundation Real Es¬ 
tate’s site and landscape plans for English Country Manor, 
as the Greenbrook Manor property would be renamed. 

Director of Planning and Com¬ 
munity Development Celia Wil¬ 
son said that emergency vehicles 
would be given a card to open 
thj gates, but suspected that 
fire trucks would* go througn the 
gates “without benefit of a fey.” 
The gates resemble these used 
by railroad tracks and toll 
gates, but the presence of the 
gatehouse will dress up the ap¬ 
pearance of the entrance.

More on Bylaivs 

(This is the second part of 
Mat Amberg’s letter concerning 
the draft revisions to the Green¬ 
belt Homes. Inc- bylaws sub¬ 
mitted to the GHI Board by the 
Bylaws Review Committee). 

Some other proposed changes 
stripping rights from members 
include: the right to debate and 
act at annual membership meet¬ 
ings on matters not on the 
agenda (the board sets the agen¬ 
da usually, and for members to 
get something on the agenda 
that is mailed out a sufficient 
number of them must submit a 
petition at least 35 days before 
the meeting, and most members 
normally don’t know when a 
meeting is to be held far enough 
in advance to do this); the right 
of a membership meeting to un¬ 
seat directors and'or elected 
committee members for cause; 
the right of the members at an 
annual meeting to have the can¬ 
didates introduced to them so 
that they can form some im¬ 
pression of people they have to 
vote on, the right of members to 
inspect the GHI books as to 
employees’ salaries and other 
prerequisites which are GHI costs 
(this is an attempt to undo the 
partial gains of the last two 
years), etc. 

There are other changes which 
strengthen the board versus the 
membership and those which 
weaken the board versus the ap¬ 
pointed manager. The new lan¬ 
guage makes the manager the 
operating boss, which he’s been 
in practice, and cuts the ground 
out from under board members 
who want to make sure the man¬ 
ager does right. 

There are other proposed 
changes which are inexplicable. 
The proposed Article KlI per¬ 
mits termination of a member’s 
contract for failure to repair 
and maintain the unit — but says 
nothing about GHI’s failure to 
repair, and maintain if that oc¬ 
curs—and remember the GHI 
obligation to repair and maintain 
could be weakened or eHmmated 
by a board change in the con¬ 
tract 

Another piece of faulty lan¬ 
guage occurs in the proposal to 
provide absentee ballots in GHI 
elections for members who can’t 
vote on the election uay “due 
to extenuating circumstances” 
My dictionary defines “extenu¬ 
ate” as ”tp lessen or seem to 
lessen the seriousness of an of¬ 
fense. guilt, etc., by giving ex¬ 
cuses or serving as an excuse 
(extenuating circumstances )" or 
to make lean or thin, etc. None

(I’m not sure that this is a 
good amendment, anyway, be¬ 
cause it can be used by some 
to gather votes from people who 
can’t be bothered to think and 
act for themselves in this im¬ 
portant area, or who just give 
their proxy to get rid of some¬ 
one at the door who tells them 
some story. But if you’re going 
to do it, do it right). 

This letter hits a few of the 
high spots. I may have missed 
some other lulus. I hope that the 
board goes through the pro¬ 
posals with a fine-toothed comb 
and some modesty and fairness, 
and eliminates the bad stuff and 
that the membership is very 
alert and very careful when it 
gets to vote. 

Let no one be put off merely 
by the shifting around in the by¬ 
laws of certain provisions unless 
in the shifting some real mis¬ 
chief is committed. And let us 
not reject whatever in the pack¬ 
age is good, such as the long- 
over-due acceptance (Article IV. 
Section 1) of the equal housing 
opportunity law’s of the U S, and 
Maryland. 

I await eagerly GHI’s accept¬ 
ance of the labor law. equai em¬ 
ployment opportunity law’s, and 
other laws—but even more im¬ 
pressive to me would be GHI 
obedience of GHI’s present by¬ 
law’s.

ings shorter, you can. You just 
don't want to.” Hogensen laughs 
heartily- But her expression 
says, “It is funny and, then 
again, it is not so funny.” 

“One of the reasons GHI has 
lasted so long,” she states, “is 
that when there is a problem, 
we say ‘Let's fix it . , .' But we 
frequently disagree on what the 
problem is.” She laughs again. 

Another reason Hogensen be¬ 
lieves that GHI has lasted as a 
cooperative for more than 40 
years is that “management has 
transformed GHI into a business. 
We have better management 
techniques now than in the past. 
. ■ . What causes co-ops to fail,” 
she affirmed, “is that they for¬ 
get they're running a business- 
You have to take in enough 
money to pay your expenses-” 

Hogensen praises the manage¬ 
ment abilities of Ron Colton, 
who recently resigned as general 
manager. “I am very sorry to 
see him leave- He was doing 
an awfully good job. (His de¬ 
parture) is a great loss to GHI.” 

In retrospect, Hogensen chas¬ 
tises the former board for not 
being more sensitive to the sal¬ 
ary issues and how it reflected 
upon Colton. “It will be a chal¬ 
lenge to find a good new man¬ 
ager who is willing to 
work in this community.” she 
reflects- “The new board needs 
to work together to make GHI 
a cohesive whole- They need to 
respect differences of opinions 
without acrimony,” she counsels. 

Hogensen herself has always 
championed diversity. She pre¬ 
fers “guidelines” to rules. She 
believes members ought to have 
the greatest amount of flexibil¬ 
ity in the design of additions, 
sheds and yards. She has been 
challenged in this belief by those 
who have implored the board to 
create uniform design standards 
in keeping with the historic 
character of the buildings, and 
to enforce their own rules. It 
is a controversy that is almost

never ending. 

As she bows out of her years of 
public life, she has few regrets. 
Her knowledge and experiences 
have expanded beyond what she 
could have imagined when she 
first came to live in GHI in 
1972 with her late husband, Ben- 
She is not as enthusiastic as 
she once was about getting into 
the middle of the fray. She looks 
forward to the years ahead as 
she devotes more time to her 
personal interests and much less 
to GHTs—though, one expects. 


City Landmark 
In New Book 

The Greenbelt Center Elemen¬ 
tary School building is among 
a number of historic buildings 
in Prince Georges County fea¬ 
tured in a new book. Landmarks 
of Prince Georges County. (The 
Johns Hookins University Press). 
The book consists of black and 
white photographs (by Jack E. 
Boucher) and explanatory text. 
The Center School bas relief 
entitled “We the People” appears 
as the frontispiece of the book, 
which calls Greenbelt “(o)ne of 
the county’s most significant ex¬ 
amples of twentieth-century ar¬ 
chitecture.”

passed owners would seek relief 
from the city. Tolmie assured 
council that potential purchas¬ 
ers would be given a very de¬ 
tailed budget for the community 
at the time they first signed 
a contract. He noted that strict 



disclosure laws would ensure 
this. Further, the costs of main¬ 
taining the gatehouse is a very 
small part of the community's 
budget. 

In addition to the right-of-way 
issue, the developer will also 
need approval for several var¬ 
iances from county standards, 
mostly for required distances be¬ 
tween buildings and from prop¬ 
erty lines. If the county grants 
the necessary approvals, Tolmie 
plans to start grading in the 
fall, and construction in the win¬ 
ter, with the first residents mov¬ 
ing in by early fall 1994. 

Other Actions 

Council authorized acceptance 
of a $77,517 bid for equipment 
for the exercise facility. This is 
$7,817 more than the $69,700 
hudget allocation for equipment. 
Approximately $7,250 of this 
overage reflects the purchase of 
additional equipment to allow 
service to more customers. 

On a motion by Roberts, coun¬ 
cil directed staff to seek federal 
funds for a study of three pro¬ 
posed pedestrian overpasses. Two 
would span Greenbelt Road — 
at Greenbelt Middle School and 
at Eleanor Roosevelt The third 
would provide safe passage over 
Kenilworth Avenue in the vi¬ 
cinity of Ivy and Cherrywood.

The resignation of David Ja- 
strab from the Crime Prevention 
Committee was accepted.

Hello again ! ! ! 

Does your vehicle seem to go through exhaust components 
rather quickly because of rotted and rusted pipes and mufflers? 
Well, some vehicles seem to replace exhaust components everv 13- 
15 months. 

The cause is the location of the components. The most vul¬ 
nerable component is the muffler. Because of the size, most are 
located to the rear of the vehicle. However, when the muffler is 
in the last three feet of the exhaust system, it’s very cool, pro¬ 
ducing condensation. This is where corrosion starts and spreads 
from the inside out 

Yes, there is a corrosion factor built into the basic construction 
of the exhaust system. But exhaust acids accelerate rust and 
corrosion. Exhaust acids come from incomplete combustion of 
fuel air mixtures contaminated by anti-freeze or motor oil (which 
are not supposed to be there) 

This is one reason for proper preventive maintenance schedul¬ 
ing and good running engines.
